While the Forsyth theater was dark- 
ened during the singing act of Lillian 
Shaw last night, a fuse blew out of 
the spot light in the balcony, throw- 
ing a startling glare across the front 
of the stage and the drop curtain 

When persons sitting on the front 
of the orchestra rose, turned and saw 
smoke rising from the machine, they 
rose in their seats. Someone cried 
hysterically, and those in the rear of 
the theater made a wild rush for the 
doors. As they did so, ushers yelled 
to them to sit down and be quiet while 
the firemen stationed at the theater 
rushed to the doors to get the crowd 
in line if they attempted to stampede. 

To Lillian Shaw belongs the credit 
for preventing a panic, and perhaps 
saving many lives. 

“I’m still here!” There's nothing the 
matter! Sit down!” she called across 
the footlights at the end of the chorus 
of her first song. 

The crowd was excited, however,

Washington, June  11.—Another 
fearful toll was taken by aviation to- 
night when the mutilated bodies of 
Lieutenant Leighton W. Hazlehurst, 
Jr., Seventeenth infantry, U. 8S. A., 
and Alfred L. Welch, a professional 
aviator in the employ of the Wright 
Brothers, were hauled from under the 
debris of a collapsed aeroplane. The 
accident occurred while they were 
attempting to make the tests requir- 
ed by the government in a machine 
contracted for by the war depart- 
ment. 

Although an army board was im- 
mediately appointed to determine the 
cause of the accident, it is probable 
the real cause of the machine's fail- 
ure never will be known. The crash 
came so suddenly and unexpectedly 
that the two men met their death 
without being able to make a single 
move to arrest their fall.

Only Taft's Signature Needed 
to Cause Demise, 


Washington. June bti.—Only the 
signature of President Taft now is re- 
quired to abolish the commerce court 
of the United States. The legislating 
out of existence of that tribunal, 
created only two years ago and which 
the supreme court of the United States 
recently declared had exceeded its 
powers, finally and definitely was de- 
termined upon today when the senate, 
by a vote of 36 to 28, defeated an 
amendment to make provision for 
maintaining the court in the legisla- 
tive, executive and judicial appropria- 
tion bill. By this vote the senate re- 
versed its own appropriation commit- 
tee which had recommended the adop- 
tion of the amendment. This put both 
houses of congress in accord on the 
matter of abolishing the court, 

There is a likelihood, it was asserted 
in official circles tonight, that Presi- 
dent Taft would veto the bill because 
of the court’s elimination. 

How Senators Voted. 

Of the votes cast in opposition to 
the coyrt, 26 were by democrats and 
the remaining ten by republicans.

The board of police commissioners,

Barton Hepburn Tells 
Money Trust Probers Orien- 
tal Bank and Morse Institu- 
tions Ought Not to Have 
Failed—Fed Men Dominate.

New York, June 11.—The action of 
the clearing house in calling the loan 
certificates of the Oriental bank dur- 
ing the aftermath of the panic of 1907, 
as a sequence of which the bank 
failed, was admitted today by A. Bar- 
ton Hepburn to have been @ mistake. 
Mr. Hepburn was chairman of the 
clearing house committee at the time. 
Mr. Hepburn, together with Frank A. 
Vanderlip president of the National 
City bank, came as a Voluntary wit- 
today before the Pujo commit- 
investigating the so-called money 
trust. 

Few Men Rule Money Situation. 

During his examination Mr. Hep- 
conceded that it “may be 
that a few men in New York 
dominate the money situa- 
tion in this country and throughdut 
the world. 

Mr. Hepburn after testifying that 
in effect he had promised the Orientals 
directors that the clearing house would 
stand by the institution “until the last 
ditch,"” said that if he had been in New 
York at the time the Orlental’s cer- 
tificates and those of the Morse in- 
stitutions were called. he did not think 
the banks would have failed. | 

Mr. Hepburn, as did Mr. Vander- 
lip, refused to say that the clearing 
houses shoukd be put under legal con- 
trol, but admitted that if the rule fix- 
ing a common rate of taxation amons 
banks for the collection of sae 
checKs “were abrogated, smaller ban 
would be able to compete with the 
larger ones. 

The witness said the failure of con- 
gress to enact adequate monetary leg- 
islation was the reason why clearing 
houses were obliged to extend their 
activities beyond their legitimate func- 
tions, especially in the Issue of clear: 
ing house certificates in time or 
financial panic, The banker in advo- 
cating the central reserve plan as pro- 
posed by the monetary commission, 
said that it “would greatly lessen the 
constantly growing concentration of 
money in this city.’ 

Collections of Country Checks. 

Frank A. Vanderlip was ques- 
tioned @oncernigg tHe collection of 
out-of-town checks by clearing house 
banks, which, it has been alleged, 
nets them a profit of $50,000,000 a year. 
Mr. Vanderlip said he thought it was 
perfectly proper for the banks to bind 
themselves to !mpose a tax on the 
checks. He added that he did not be- 
lieve fixing uniform rates of interest 
on loans was properly a function of a 
clearing house. 

Referring to the public statement 
made by Mr. Vanderlip, Mr. Untermyer 
said that he “presumed you would 
apologize to the committee for any- 
thing contained in your statement that 
was untrue.” 

“I would with pleasure,’ 
Vanderlip. 

Mr. Untermyer referred to that part 
of the Vanderlip statement that 
charged that the $60,000,000 tax on 
collection of checks was not testified 
to by a witness, but “emanated from 
counsel.” 

Objects to Judicial Review.

As “Dodgers” He Styles Bir- 


mingham Tax Committee. 


Montgomery, Ala. June i11.—(Spe- 
cial.) —Charging that the taxing com- 
mittee of the chamber of commerce of 
Birmingham is seeking to withdraw 
attention from the real issues of the 
controversy by descending to the low 
plane of personal abuse and vitupera- 
tion: that such insulting methods are 
inspired by the desire to appease a 
“tax-dodging conscience,” and chal-

Washington, June 11.—The depart- 
ment of agriculture has taken steps 
to expose land investment frauds and 
protect the people of the country 
against the swindling schemes. 

Secretary Wilson today ordered the 
collection of data to place his depart- 
ment in position to aid such investors. 
Bulletins are to be issued warning 
against certain general propositions, 
and specific information will be given 
by correspondence upon request. 

Thousands of city folk—ard many 
others—Secretary Wilson declared to- 
day, were being encouraged to put 
savings into land-selling, ofchard- 
growing and crop-producing schemes, 
many of which were swindles. 

“Many people with little or no 
knowledge of agriculture are being led 
to invest money in projects which, by 
no reasonable chance, can ever be made 
to pay the profits claimed for them,” 
said the secretary. 

“One of these concerns recently 
wrote to Dr. Galloway, chief of the 
bureau of pliant industry, not knowing 
who he was. It was like some stock 
swindler at “tae | to gel] worthless: pa- 
per to J. P. Morgan. This concern 
promised big returns in a few years 
from a certain crop and only one 
versed in the subject would realize 
that it was impossible.

ALARM CAUSED 
BY HIGH TIDES 


Hard Northeast Wind Banks 
Water About Resorts Near 
New Orleans. | 


New Orleans, June 11.—High tides 
along Lake Pontchartrain and Lake 
Borgne became somewhat alarmed to- 
day. Shell Beach ts under from three 
to four feet of water Sections of 
Milneburg are flooded to a depth of 
two to three feet, and LaPlace and 
several other small towns are threat- 
ened with inundation. For five days 
there has been a steady, hard north- 
east wind from the gulf, and today it 
increased to a velocity of about thirt,- 
five.miles an hour, banking the water 
up along the jake front at the rate of 
two inches an hour for a while. 

The street railway tracks to Spanish 
Fort are under water near the Orleans 
canal, and service to this. resort was 
diecontinued today. Sand bag levees 
have been hurriedly thrown up around 
Spanish Fort, but sections of the re- 
sort on 
are flooded to a depth of two feet. 

If the high winds should continue 
for another twenty-four hours sections 
of New Orleans on the lake front will 
be threatened, bug Chief Engineer 
Lewis, of the Orleans levee board, said 
today that the city’s back levees are 
sufficient to withstand a further rise 
of two to three feet. 

At Dunbar, Rigolettes, Bay St. Louls, 
Pass Christian and other gulf points 
the water has banked up from one to 
four feet. 

All along the gulf shore and 
Borgne and Lake Pontchartrain the 
tidewater is higher than at any time 
since the disastrous storm of 1909. <A 
continuation of the gulf winds for 
another two or three days would do\ 
considerable damage.

The engineer 
of the train said he saw the congress- 
man too late to avold the accident.

4 
close friend, was quickly summoned. 

Immediately after she was seen [to 
leave the gallery. the house adjourned 
at 11:50 a. m. until 11 a. m. tomorrow. 
Memorial services will be held later in 
the session. 

Mrs. Wickliffe was one of the pro- 
moters of the recent “Dolly Madison 
breakfast” in this city, and has been 
prominently active among the demo- 
cratic women of the capital. Before 
her marriage she was Miss Lydia Ww 
of Louisville. 

Alone When Killed. 

Mr. Wickliffe was alone when killed. 
He was paired at the house vesterday 
with Representative Dupre, of Louls- 
iana, for today, and jocularly explained 
to the pair clerk that he was going on 
“a fishing trip.” 

The accident was on the railroad 
embankment at the north end of the 
railroad bridge over the Potomac river 
just at the entrance to the Potomac 
park, which borders the river in the 
southwest section of this city. 

Despite a sign at that point warn- 
ing against trespassing on the rail- 
road property there, Wickliffe was seen 
to climb the elevation, apparently un- 
conscious of an oncoming train. He 
was struck and instantly killed. A 
deep gash was cut on his forehead 
and the body was badly crushed. 

Mr. Wickliffe’s watch had stopped 
at 9:26 a. m. His body was laid on 
the green near the track and later 
carried to the morgue. 

Word of the accident reached the 
house as it was convening, and Speak- 
er Clark and many other members 
made inquiries. 

Members of the house were at a loss 
to account for the accident. Mr. Wick- 
liffe was a son of Robert C. Wick- 
liffe. at one time governor of Ken- 
tucky. and his grandfather served as 
postmaster general in the cabinet of 
President Polk,

Congressman Wickliffe was a native 
Kentuckian, having been born in 
Bardstown on May 1}, 1874, while his 
narents. who lived at St, Francisville. 
in West Felicilana parish, La., were 
on a visit to Kentucky. 

Mr. Wickliffe was a member of the 
gsixty-first and the sixty-second con- 
gresses, having been elected from [(): 
sixth district of Louisiana in 1908. My. 
Wickliffe had been in public life in 
Louisiana for several years. In. 1898 
he represented his parish in the stat 
constitutional convention, then he en- 
listed as a private in company FEF first 
Louisiana volunteer infantry, serving 
during the Spanish-American war. 
After he had been mustered out, at 
the close of the war he returned to 
S+. Francisville, where he resumed the 
practice of Jaw. Soon after this he 
was public prosecutor of the twenty- 
fourth judicial district of Louisiana 
His only place in public life wag as 
congressman 

Mr. Wickliffe was educated in Cen- 
ter College of Kentucky and Tulane 
university. In 1903 he was married to 
Miss Lydia Cooke, of Louisville.

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UNCLE SAM AND THE “‘GUN-TOTER,”’ 
With the express purpose of suppressing, or minimizing, the 
“gun-toting” evil in the United States, Representative Sisson, of Mis-| 


sissippi, has proposed a heavy tax upon every weapon stored in a 
warehouse, a wholesale or a retail establishment in the United 


States. 

The intent of the bill is an excellent one, but we doubt if its 
working out in this specific instance is practical. In our present 
stage of civilization, it is imperative for a small percentage of men 
to carry weapons, and in those cases their use is legitimate. 

What the government and the states should war against is the 
promiscuous pistol-toter, combining their energies and co-operating 
to the end that his deadly activities shall either be brought to a 


period or pruned down to negligible proportions. 

There is no justification, for instance, for one man out of one 
hundred packing a pistol around on his person. There are laws in 
all the states against this form of offense, the statute in New York, 


being particularly stringent. 

We do not need new laws so much as we do the enforcement 
of the old ones. Every man not compelled in self-defense or in the 
discharge of his official duties to carry a pistol is, by prima facie 
evidence, not alone a violator of the law, but as well a potential 


* If amendment of the law is called for, it is in the direction of 
realizing this fact and acting upon it. As it is in Georgia, and in 
the majority of other states, whenever efforts are put forth to curb 
the pistol-toting menace, the constitutional quibbler speedily gets on 
the job, throwing flimsy obstacles without number in the way and, 
behind the mask of preserving the law, taking the surest way to 
defeat law in its highest function. 

The constitutional hair-splitter is plentiful in every legislative 
field. But he reaches his deadliest apotheosis in that which per- 
tains to life and death, as in statutes against pistol-toting and judi- 
cial reform generally. A discouragement of his pernicious inter- 
vention will go a far way toward redeeming this country from its 
international indictment as a “nation of murderers.” 
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THE NEGRO WHO SURVIVES. 


Sound advice was given the negroes of Georgia recently by one 
of their leaders, R. D. Stinson, president of the Atlanta Normal and 
[Industrial School, when. he advised them that the south held out the 
best fortune to them of any part of the country. He qualified his 
counsel, however, with the statement that the negro must become 


qualified to do farm work with intelligence, saying: 

City life has its advantages and its disadvantages, and we must turn our 
attention more tv the farm in the south, because it has untold hlessings for 
tre common people and their children. It will stand to the credit of both 
races in the souih trkat thvy see this day ushered in among us with all speed, 
when the ecclored man wil till the soll fruitfully. It will prove a savior 
areong the masses cf the colored race 


As The Constitution has many times pointed out, there is well 
paid work in abundance in the south for the negro—if the negro fits 
himself for the work. In the agricultural field, in domestic service 
and in certain of the industrial occupations, there 1s a constant, a 
erowing and an unfulfilled demand for skilled labor. 

The fact that it is not met is today not only injuring the negro 
race itself, but impairing the development of the south on the com- 
mercial and industrial sides. We do not decry what is called aca- 
demic education for the negro. But it is of common knowledge that 
this sort of training does not reach the bulk of the masses, and that 
it is also wasted on a percentage of those able to avail them- 
selves of it. 

The negro who survives in the south’s twentieth century scheme; 
in the way of making himself a useful citizen and discharging those 
tasks for. which he is bv nature and temperament fitted, is the negro 
who adapts himself to and equips himself for his environment. Un- 
less the mass of them conform to this rule, materializing doctrines 
such as those preached by Stinson, the time must inevitably come 
when they will find themselves an anomaly in the south of our day.

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TO REDUCE INFANT MORTALITY. 


in the latest of its admirable bulletins the Georgia ‘State Board 
of Health, under the direction of its secretary, Dr. H. F. Harris, 
points to a phase of what may, without exaggeration, be termed 
geenuine race suicide when it pleads for a more intelligent attitude 
toward the subject of infant mortality. 

Dr. Harris expresses the belief—and it has already been estab- 
lished in public and private practice and by statistics—that hun- 
dreds of babies could yearly be saved in Georgia if mothers and 
custodians generally observed the proper health conservation. Manv 
live suggestions are made as to precautions, and the imperative 
need of heeding first symptoms. 

The keynote of the warning is found in the admonition to send 
for a physician upon the first suspicion of trouble—preferably a 
physician especially familiar with children’s diseases. Where, as 
ii oftens happens in remote country districts, such physicians are 
not immediately available, Dr. Harris gives specific instructions 
for that ‘first aid’ which can check the ravages of disease before 
the doctor may be brought to the scene. Georgians will find it to 
their profit to send for this particular bulletin, as for other bulletins, 
to the “State Board of Health, The State Capitol, Atlanta, Ga.” 

Human life is too costly, its bringing into the world too fraught 
with danger and anguish, to place it in jeopardy through neglect 
or reliance upon the caprice of fate. 

The following of these plain directions laid down by Dr. Harris 
will effect, throughout the present summer, a ntaterial diminution 


ir the mortality rate among infants. 
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ONE TRUTHFUL PRINCE. 


Scriptures warn us against placing confidence in princes. The 
number of prevaricating and royal diplomats throughout history 
emphasizes the warning. We incline, however, to make one excep- 
tion for the current year at least. It applies to Prince Henry, of 
Prussia, the personal representative of the kaiser, now visiting 
America. 

In a statement the other day the prince declared, without reser- 
vation, that “American girls are the prettiest in the world.” The 
prince may or may not have been in a Beau Brummel mood when 
he made the neat little speech. That small fact does not detract 
from its veracity. |

WEST GEORGIA RAISES 
BUMPER PEACH CROP 


Columbus, Ga., June 11.—(Special.)— 
The west Georgia peach crop will be a 
record-breaker this year, unless all 
signs fail, and indications are that 
good prices will be obtained for the 
fruit on account of it belng such a 
poor peach year in other sections of the 
country. 

The largest orchards in this section 
of the state are up in the Pine moun- 
tains, 40 miles north of Columbus, and 
shipments from that section this sea- 
son will probably be by the hundreds 
of carloads. Weather conditions have 
been ideal for the crop this spring, and 
the peaehes are in fine condition. The 
cold spell early this week was not 
injurious to peaches at all, although 
having an unfavorable effect on cot- 
ton. 

Captain J. J. Stranahan, of Bulloch- 
ville, who, with his associates, Operates 
a large orchard on the Pine mountain, 
was in Columbus today, and says that 
the outlook for a large yield is at pres- 
ent most excellent. From 125 to 150 
carloads of fruit may be shipped from 
that orchard alone, Nearby is another 
flourishing orchard, owned by Captain 
H. N. Ward, of Columbus, where’ pros- 
pects are fine. Across the valley, on 
the Oak mountain range, the big Moran 
peach orchard is in the pink of condi- 
tion, the trees being fairly weighted 
with fine fruit, some of the early varie- 
ties of which are already ripening. 
Further up in the Pine mountains is 
the large orchard of J. L. Betts, of Co- 
lumbus, and associates, where the ship- 
ments are usually heavy. 

A pre-cooling plant has just been 
installed at the Stranahan peach farm, 
with a capacity of 24 carloads a day.

The 
board of architects, selected from 
those among the most prominent in 
the profession in all parts of the Unit- 
ed States, pronounce the site the most 
beautiful and adaptable in exposition 
history. 

“One of the very choicest parts of 
this site has been set aside for the 
use of the states, and, althougl. it is 
nearly three years before the exposi- 
tion will open, twenty-five states have 
already taken steps to participate, New 
York alene having appropriated §700,- 
000 for the purpose. Arizona, Hawaii, 
Idaho, Missouri, Montana, ~Nebraska, 
New York, Nevada, Oregon, South Da- 
kota, Utah and Washington have al- 
ready selected sites for state build- 
ings.

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by a vote of 33 to 19 to seat both 
of the Roosevelt delegates, whose 
places were contested, but agreed to 
a split, which gave Colonel Roose- 
velt and President Taft each one dele- 
gate from the district. 

Half Victory for Roosevelt. 

The half victory for Colonel Roose- 
velt came at the end of a day in which 
all of the other much-discussed con- 
tests from Kentucky had been decided 
in President Taft’s favor. In some of 
these the Roosevelt men had acqul- 
esced: in others they had mustered 
a vote of from 11 to 17 against the 
Taft decisions. 

Senator Borah, the most active 
Roosevelt adherent in the committee, 
protested against splitting the 
Eleventh district delegation. 

“If one is given, both should be,” 
he declared. 

John G. Capers, Senator Borah and 
Francis J. Heney led an effort to seat 


| both Roosevelt men, but they could 


muster only 19 votes’ The split dele 
gation was then unanimously seated. 

President Taft’s four contested del- 
egates at large, from Kentucky, head- 
ed by Senator W. O. Bradley, were 
seated with only 11 votes in the nega- 
tive. He was given the six from 
the First, Second and Tenth dis- 
tricts unanimously. 

The contest against the two in the 
Ninth district was withdrawn and the 
five from the Seventh, Eighth and 
Eleventh districts were won against 
the votes of the Roosevelt forces.

The Committee Proceeding. 


The national committee was called to 
order by Chairman Rosewater at 10:15 
o'clock, 

The roll call showed about forty- 
five members present or represented by 
proxy. 

The committee settled down to the 
hanging without oratorical prelimina- 
ries. 

The sixteen contested delegates from 
Kentucky held the right-of-way when 
the committee begin today’s work. 
Four delegates-at-large and two each 
from the first, second, fourth, seventh, 
eighth, tenth and eleventh districts 
were concerned in the contests, which 
were to be heard during the day’s ses- 
sions. The Taft delegation-at-large 
was headed by Senator W. O. Bradley. 

To present the cases to the national 
committee, the Taft forces had drawn 
into the arguments W. D. Cochran, E. 
P. Morrow and R. C. Stall, all of Ken- 
tucky. The Roosevelt faction was rep 
resented by E. C. O’Rear, former chief 
justice of the state supreme court; Les- 
lie Coombs and Henry F. Duncan. 

The Fight Over Kentucky. 

The Kentucky Roosevelt contestants 
for the places of delegates-at-large 
were only two in number, although the 
state is entitled to four seats-at-large 
in the national convention. The Taft 
faction has named a complete set of 
delegates, but the names of FE, C. 
O’Rear and Leslie Coombs were all that 
appeared on the roll as Roosevelt con- 
testants. 

The Kentucky contests were quickly 
in place. In a telegram Senator W. O 
Bradley, at Washington, one of the con- 
tested Taft delegates, declared the 
Roosevelt contest should not be con- 
sidered by the national committee, be- 
cause the notices of contest and the 
Roosevelt credentials had not been filed 
within the allotted time. 

“The contest notice or protest 
filed within the specified time,” said 
Secretary Hayward, “but no creden- 
tials were filed to show that any con- 
testing delegates had been elected.” 

Ormsby McHarg, speaking for the 
Roosevelt forces, said one argument 
would cover the case of the delegates- 
at-large and the district delegates 
from the first, second and fourth dis- 
tricts. 

Judge Ed Cc. O'Rear, headin«- the 
contesting Roosevelt delegation, began 
the Roosevelt arguments. 

Judge O'Rear Attacks Machine.

No objec- 
tion was made in the committee, how- 
ever, and the affidavits bearing on the 
alleged frauds in the primaries and 
county conventions were admitted. 

“What Is Their Pricet” 

Senator Scott, of West Virginia, ob- 
jected to a statement Judge O’Rear had 
made to the effect that West Virginia 
voters had been imported to vote for 
the Taft organization. 

“West Virginia's mountaineers do 
not sel] their votes for 50 cents,” de- 
clared Scott. 

“What is their price?” asked a mem- 
ber of the committee. “They have no 
price,” said Scott, and the committee 
laughed. 

Judge O’Rear declared that if the 
committee did not give fair considera- 
tion to the Kentucky case, “our only 
choice will be to appeal to the national 
convention and its committee on cre- 
dentials.’’ 

“In how many counties 
Roosevelt delegates unseated?’

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Heney Makes Sharp Remarks. 

Mr Heney, who cast the negative 
vote of Thomas Thorson, of South 
Dakota, made sharp remarks to the 
committee. 

“I am satisfied,” he said, “that the 
Same conditions exist in Kentucky as 
had existed for 30 or 40 years in Calil- 
fornia. I can understand how gentle- 
men from other states cannot appre- 
clate the existence of such conditions.” 

The first Kentucky district case was 
then called. Mr. McHarg and Judge 
O’Rear said their case rested on their 
former arguments and on affidavits 
that had been presented but not read. 
The committee asked Judge O'’Rear 
to give the substance of the affidavits. 

In Calloway county, he said the con- 
vention was set for 1 o'clock, but was 
called at 12:30 by Postmaster Downs, 
and when the Roosevelt people got 
there the convention was over. He de- 
clared the vote of this counfy would 
have controlled the first Wistrict con- 
vention if the Roosevelt men had be2n 
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able to send the delegation. After be- 
ing questioned regarding this conven- 
tion, Judge O’Rear said: 


“Mighty Siim Case Here.’ 

“If you insist upon pinning me

Fr. B, Brown; for the Taft delegates, 
deciared Judge O’Rear was right when 
he said he “had a@ slim case.” 

The Taft delegates from the first 
Kentucky district were seated by the 
Unanimous vote of the committee. 

The second district case then was 
called, Judge O'’Rear said that Taft 
had 64 and Roosevelt 57 votes in the 
convention, while 77, representing 
three counties, were in contest. 

One of these, Union county, had two 
conventions. In Davies county, where 
the convention was held in the court 
house yard he said, only part of the 
Roosevelt men were counted on a test 
vote. He declared the Roosevelt forces 
had 150 majority, but the tellers “quit 
counting,’ went back into the court 
house and reported a majority for the 
Taft candidate. 

In the case of Davies and Henderson 
counties the second district convention 
seated the Taft delegates. 

Judge O’Rear insisted that the na- 
tional committee had the right to take 
up the cases of those counties without

In the case of the fourth Kentucky 
district next called Judge O’Rear an- 
nounced the contest would be with- 
drawn, ag it was similar to those in 
the first and second districts already 
disposed of. 


The committee ordered the two Taft 
delegates seated. 

The seventh Kentucky district was 
then taken up. Henry T. Duncan, Jr., 
one of the Roosevelt contestants, de- 
clared the legal boundaries of the sev- 
enth congressional district had been 
changed by state reapportionment be- 
tween the time when_the district con- 
vention wag called and the time when 
it was held. 


The Taft convention represented the 
eight counties in the district when 
-he official] call was made. The Roose- 
velt forces insisted that all twelve 
counties in the newly drawn district 
should be taken in and they withdrew 
from the convention and organized 
another. 

Mr. Duncan charged that in Cott 
countv there “was a conspiracy” engi- 
neered by “the postmaster and his 
brother” with the deliberate purpose 
to defraud. He declared a Taft man, 
a negro, appointed to count the Taft 
supporters, “counted single men as five 
and ten.” 

Other counties represented question- 
able methods of procedure, he said. 


Negro ex-Convict Active. 


A negro ex-convict, he declared, had 
been active in the Taft forces in one 
of the conventions, 

In behalf of the Taft contestants in 
the seventh Kentucky district, R. ¢ 
Stoll, of Lexington, denied a charge of 
the Roosevelt attorneys that the vote 
in Fayette county convention was not 
counted fairly. 

The committee asked him to take up 
the matter of the seventh district re- 
arrangement, by which four counties 
were added to it. He said the repub- 
lican state central committee met Feb- 
ruary 17, when no redistricting bil! 
had yet been passed by the state legis- 
lature. To cover the situation it issued 
a call for conventions in districts “as 
now constituted.” Later the seventh 
and tenth districts were changed by 
the legislature, but it was then too 
late to change the plans for the con- 
ventions. The sataté central committee 
later reaffirmed the authority of the 
old districts to proceed to the selection 
of national and state convention dele- 
gates. 

Mr. Stoll said the counties had al! 
participated In the old districts. Judge 
O’Rear declared he, personally, had 
protested against his county partici- 
pating in the tenth district conven- 
tion, 

The conventions, Mr. Stoll 
continued, had been called about 
March 1, and the redistricting bill 
was passed March 12. 

When a roll call on the seventh dis- 
trict was asked for the Taft delegates 
won, by a vote of 38 to 13. the Roose- 
velt men all voting in the negative. 

Mr. Kellogg. of Minnesota, said he 
voted ‘“‘no” because the district lines 
had been changed before the delegates 
were elected. Mr. Henry declared he 
voted no, because he believed the evi- 
dence showed there were a “mass of 
corruption” .throughout the state of 
Kentucky tn the republican activities. 


Henry Breaks Into Debate. 


In the fifth Kentucky district, where 
two Taft and two Roosevelt delegates 
were elected, with half a vote each, 
instead of the 4¢wo delegates specified, 
the committee was asked to let all 
four enter the national convention 
with half a vote each. These dele- 
gates were not contested, 

Mr. Kellogg advocated their seating. 
but Secretary Hayward urged the 
committee not to admit extra dele- 
gates. If the precedent were estab- 
lished, he said, each state would soon 
elect double the number of delegates, 
and there would be no room in the 
convention to seat them. 

Mr. Henry again broke into the de-

Tells of the “Yard” Convention. 


The eighth district contestants had 
withdrawn when Committeeman A. R. 
Burnam, of Kentucky, asked permis- 
sion to make a statement on the Ken- 
tucky case. The committee decided to 
recall the contestants to hear the tes- 
timony. 

Judge Burnam said he lived in Rich- 
mond, county seat of Madison county. 
He declared the two factions had as- 
sembled in the courthouse yard; that 
the Taft men had refused a count on 
the selection of a temporary chairman, 
and that the Roosevelt men then or- 
ganized their own convention and se- 
lected a Roosevelt delegation to the 
eighth district convention. 

The committee listened closely to 
Judge Gurnam’s statement. A request 
was then made to tet C. O. Wallace 
reply and Senator Borah moved that 
some additional Roosevelt affidavits 
be also heard. 

Both proposals were refused by the 
committee, which was plainiy deter- 
mined to end the long debate over the 
eighth district case. 

The committee room was cleared of 
contestants.

2,000 Men Will Attend Big 
Convention Here, - 


Affair Will Be Held at. the 
Auditorium-Armory and Will 
Cost About $35,000—Many 
Brilliant Features Have 
Been Planned. 


Extensive preparations are already 
being made for the convention of the 
National Commercial Gas Association, 
which will meet in Atlanta from De- 
cember 2 to 7. Although the date of 
the convention is several months off, 
those in charge of the plans are get- 
ting busy.

“I did not know whose baby I fon- 
died in the train—I really didn't care.

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SENATE AMENDS BILL 
FOR CONTROL OF CANAL 


Washington, June 11.—The senate 
committee on Interoceanic canals today 
favorably reported the house bill to 
open, protect and operate the Panama 
canal and govern the,canal zone, The 
bill retains the house provision ex- 
empting coastwise vessels from canal 
tolls and embodies an amendment 
strictly regulating railroad-owned 
vessels. 

The senate amendeg the house bill to 
reag that no ship cantrolled by or in 
which a railroad had any interest 
should be permitted to pass through 
the canal if engaged in the coastwise 
trade between United States ports. 

Any ship of American registry, how- 
ever owned or controlled, would be per- 
mitted to operate through the canal 
in trans-oceanic trade and on its way 
might do a coastwise trade between 
ports of the United States and inter- 
mediate foreign ports. The coastwise 
trade to be allowed such vessels would 
be strictly to or from trans-oceanic 
ports and not to ports of Canada, 
Mexico or Central ang South America. 

The committee added an additional! 
restriction to protect coastwise traffic 
by requiring that a railroad-owned 
ship passing through the canal must 
have at least 50 per cent of its cargo 
destined to a trans-Oceanic port.

LIVER DISEASE IN 
POULTRY. 


We seldom see any mention in the 
poultry papers or bulletins about liver 
troubles in poultry. Now, when we 
come to think of it, fowls are, in re- 
gard to diseases, much like human be- 
ings. They are often affected with 
indigestion; go are you and I. They 
have colds that run into roup. You 
and I have colds, and it runs into ca- 
tarrh. Chickens have vertigo, and we 
do, too. They have pip; we do not, but 
then, perhaps, sometimes when we say 
ugly things that we should not, maybe 
@ good case of pip would have helped 
us. They have sorehead. Well, you 
and I never had that, but we know 
lots of people that folks say have 
@eorehead. Did you ever s@e anyone 
with sorehead? A man or woman that 
had fallen out, apparently, with ev- 
erything in this beautiful world, who 
never saw any g00d in anybody, and 
who made you feel so uncomfort: ble 
that when you finally got out of reaun 
of their tongues, silently wished that 
you would not soon meet them again: 


‘Well, you can cure chicken sorehead, 


but it seems impossible to cure it in 
men and women. So as to sorehead, 
the chicken has the advantage of the 
sorehead folks. 

Many Causes for It. 

But let’s see about liver troubles in 
chickens. As to the cause of this dis- 
ease, it may be malaria, as the doctors 
tel) us when our liver troubles us, but 
that there are other causes I am quite 
sure. Improper food or too much food, 
We think, gives us indigestion. This is 
true, but I have yet to find anyone 
who had indigestion with their livers 
in good, healthy condition. Liver 
trouble to chickens is the _ result of 
overfeeding with improper food. Keep 
your fowls always a little hungry, at 
all times, with green food, where they 
willalways have access to it, and they 
will not be troubled with indigestion or 
a disordered liver. Poultrymen of ex- 
perience know well how to treat this 
disease. and also how to tell when a 
fowl’s liver {s out of order. The comb 
and wattles look flushed, are dark, 
deep purplish red. The head and eyes 
look just like the faces of men whom 
you sometimes meet, and your first 
thought is apoplexy. They eat as much 
as their crops will hold, and yet in 
the morning their crops are half full. 
Their blood vessels are full, with a 
sluggish circulati 

Season for Liver Trouble. 

At this season of the year the liver 
is more easily pu; out of business than 
at any other time. The change from 
spring to summer, cold to hot, effects 
their systems and therefore demands 
a change of diet and a change of treat- 
ment. In winter they require strong 
food. beef scrap and occasionally corn. 
In summer this ration should be cut 
in half. The corn particularly should 
be fed sparingly. They should have 
ali of the wheat bran that they will 
eat and the mixed grain ration cut 
down one-third. Scalded or dampened 
oats are good. They should be fed on 
the mixed grain, in the morning and 
in the evening, and these with a dry 
mash composed of whea; bran, alfalfa 
meal. shorts and clipped oats during 
the day. They should have all the 
green food that they can eat. 

Drink More Water. 

Fowls drink twice as much water 
in summer as they do in winter. The 
mid-day dry mash will keep them 
thirsty. They should have fresh, cool 
water before them always. Laying 
hens drink about twice as much water 
as the dead heads do. An egg is about 
80 per cent water. 

Should they- have any of the above 
mentioned symptoms of liver trouble 
give them a dose of dandelion. The

Little Chicks Dying. 

Mas Nankin, Coolidge, Ga.—Dear Uncle 
Dudley: About five weeks ago I 
hatched 80 small chicks in an incu- 
bator. About a week later they started 
to dying. I find every morning about 
one to three dead. I1 have been feed- 
ing them on bDbiddie feed. Please teil 
me what to do for them. to keep them 
from dying? 

Answer—Like a great many who 
have just commenced to breed poultry, 
you are trying to do something that is 
one of the most difficult problems 
which present themselves to the older 
poultrymen. It is easy to hatch chick- 
ens in an incubator, comparatively 
speaking; but when it comes to raising 
them by one who has no experience 
whatever in raising even hen-hatched 
chickens, you are sure to meet with 
disaster. 

I have safad many times that it is 
difficult to raise chickens successfully 
in the south in the summer with hens; 
but when you come to feeding and 
raising them hatched in incu- 
bators you will that you have 
started on the top, when yon should 
have commenced with the hen, and 
started the business properly, at the 
bottom, 

Your little chickens are dying be- 
cause you did not feed them properly. 
You have been giving them corn, when 
they should have had only small, hard 
grain. You should have fed them on 
wheat bran, with alfalfa meal. They 
should have been given charcoal, and 
kept scrupulously dry. 

I would advise you to kill every sick 
chicken, and then disinfect your entire 
premises by spraying them with cholo- 
naptholeum. Put a little Kerosene oil 
on all the water they drink; keep 
them out of the sun, and in as cool a 
place ag you can find on your premises, 
As soon as one of them gets sick, kill 
it. and burn the body. You may, by 
following these directions, possibly 
save some of them. 

But, shut up your incubator, and be- 
gin again to use it in September, and 
then all through the winter, and you 
will be sure to have better success.

They 
moved from there to Memphis, Tenn., 
where they resided until a year ago, 
and, it is said, now live in Indiana. 

Lieutenant Hazlehurst has a num- 
ber of cousins residing here, one of 
whom is Captain R. C. Hazlehurst: an- 
other cousin, Mrs. J. N. Hazlehurst, 
resides in Atlanta; an unele, Robert, 
resides in Memphis. 

According to these relatives here, 
Lieutenant Hazlehurst, after .gradu-

cast in the main by progressives but 
Senators Nelson and Heyburn joined 
fhem in opposition.
